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No  head 

named  for 
Jr.  high 

Potrero  Hill  Junior  High 
School  does  Dot  yet  have  a 
permanent  principal. 

Recommendations  from 
the  school  district's  per- 
sonnel division,  from  a 
community  committee,  and 
from  two  individual  Potre- 
ro citizens  have  been  for- 
warded to  Superintendent 
Shaheen. 

No  word  on  the  recom- 
mendations or  the  appoint- 
ment will  be  released  un- 
til the  School  Board  makes 
its  final  decision.  This 
will  probably  not  happen 
until  August,  according  to 
Robert  Seymour,  Director 
of  Personnel  for  the  School 
District, 

The  school  will  open  in 
September  for  7th  and  8th 
graders.    It  will  be  stciffed 
according  to  the  curricu- 
lum recommendations  of 
Thomas  Sammon  who  is 
serving  as  acting  principal 
of  the  unfinished  school. 

Feeder  schools  for  the 
Junior  High  are  Starr  King, 
Buena  Vista,  Patrick  Hen- 
IV.   WebfaLer,  i,  AA,  S<.oU. 
Bryant,  Carmichael  and 
Treasure  Island.  The 
school  will  not  reach  full 
enrollment  (about  950)  un- 
til Fall,  1972. 

School  officials  are  plea- 
sed with  the  racial  balance 
of  the  school  under  present 
plans  which  are  not  affect- 
ed by  the  court's  desegre- 
gation order. 

In  addition  to  the  Junior 
High  students,  the  school 
will  house  the  elementary 
students  of  Daniel  Webster, 
closed  on  account  of  earth- 
quake danger.    School  offi- 
cials say  that  Webster  will 
be  renovated  and  that  work 
on  the  building  "might  get 
under  way  this  summer.  " 
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VIEW  to  celebrate 
first  anniversary .

Busing  decision  due 


School  desegregation  certain 


At  the  present  time 
there  is  no  way  for  Potre- 
ro Hill  parents  -  or  any 
San  Francisco  parents  - 
to  know  where  their  ele- 
mentary-age children  will 
be  going  to  school  in  the 
Fall. 

Last  March  the  United 
States  District  Court  or- 
dered that  San  Francisco 
elementary  schools  be  de- 
segregated by  Fall,  1971 
to  comply  with  state  guide- 
lines for  racial  balance. 

In  order  to  carry  out 
this  ruling  Judge  Weigel 
is  presently  considering 
two  different  de -segrega- 
tion plans,  both  of  which 
call  for  a  great  deal  of 
bussing.     Weigel's  deci- 
sion between  the  school 
board  approved  "Horse- 
shoe" plan  and  the 
NAACP's  "Freedom"  plan 
is  due  on  July  9. 

After  that  parents  will 
have  to  wait  for  the  com- 


puters to  work  out  speci- 
fic student  assignments 
and  busing    patterns  to  the 
different  schools. 

Both  the  "Horseshoe" 
(School  District)  and  the 
"Freedom"  (NAACP)  plans 
call  for  dividing  the  city 
up  into  a  number  of  zones. 
Within  the  boundaries  of 
each  zone  the  ratio  of  San 
Francisco  four  basic  eth- 
nic groups  will  be  the 
same  -  roughly  -  as  the 
ratio  for  the  city  as  a 
whole. 

Busing    of  students  will 
take  place  within  the  zone 
so  that  every  school  in 
that  zone  will  have  the 
same  racial  composition. 

The  "Horseshoe"  plan 
divides  the  city  into  seven 
zones  (see  map).     All  of 
Potrero  would  fall  into 
Zone  III  which  extends  ac- 
ross the  Mission  to  Twin 
Peaks  and  upward  to  in- 
clude a  large  part  of 


Chinatown.    Every  ele- 
mentary school  in  this 
zone  would  have  a  racial 
composition  of  28,  Z% 
Spanish  speaking,  19.5% 
*hite,  13.  9%  black,  27.9% 
Asian  and  10.6%  "other 
non -white".  Students 
would  be  assigned  to 
schools  on  a  block  to  block 
-  not  door  to  door  -  basis. 

Furthermore^  according 
to  "Horseshoe"  none  of  the 
20  schools  in  the  zone 
would  cover  all  the  elemen- 
tary grades.     They  would 
be  designated  as  either 
Primary  (grades  k-3)  or 
Intermediate  (grades  4-6). 
According  to  the  plan  I.  M. 
Scott  and  Starr  King  would 
become  Primary,  Daniel 
Webster  and  Patrick  Henry 
would  become  Intermediate, 

The  "Freedom"  plan 
calls  for  division  of  the 
city  into  six  zones  which 
are  much  more  irregular

Millions  sought 
for  waterfront 

An  amendment  to  the  Port  Authority's  request  for  a 
$34  million  maritime  development  bond  issue,  calling 
for  $6  million  for  recreational  development  along  San 
Francisco's  waterfront,  was  introduced  early  this  week 
by  Supervisor  Robert  Gonzales,  a  Potrero  Hill  resident. 

According  to  the  text  of  Gonzales'  resolution,  the  $6 
million  would  be  "used  solely  for  the  development  of  pub 
lie  access  and  recreational  sites  at  Central  Basin  and 
other  appropriate  sites  along  the  Bay.  "

300  jobs 

found  for 
Hill  youth 

Over  300  summer  jobs 
have  been  distributed  in 
June  by  the  Potrero  Hill 
Youth  Council,  an  organi- 
zation representing  15  Hill 
youth  groups. 

Funds  for  the  part-time 
work  have  come  from  the 
San  Francisco  Economic 
Opportunity  Council,  the 
Mayor's  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps  summer  job 
program  and  the  City's 
gas  tax  funds. 

Approximately  50  young 
people  between  the  ages  of 
16  and  21  have  been  em- 
ployed with  gas  tax  funds 
by  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  in  a  city-wide 
tree  planting  and  street 
cleaning  program. 

Already  sidewalk  holes 
are  being  cut  for  a  new 
batch  of  trees  for  Potrero 
Hill's  streets. 

Five  local  youth  have 
been  hired  by  the  SF  EOC 
(Continued  on  back  page.  ) 


including  the  Potrero  Hill 
Residents  Council,  San 
Francisco  Tomorrow  and 
the  powerful  Citizen's 
Waterfront  Committee,  is 
pushing  approval  of  the 
amendment,  which  would 
raise  the  Port  bond  issue 
to  $40  million. 

The  bond  issue,  if  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,   will  go  be- 
fore the  voters  next  No- 
vember. 

John  Coney,  a  member 
of  the  Resident  Council's 
Waterfront  Committee, 
expressed  little  optimism 
for  the  passage  of  any 
port  bond  issue  next  Nov- 
ember, 

"However,  "  he  emphasi- 
zed "that  the  Port  must  ac- 
cept the  principle  of  inclu- 
ding recreational  monies 
along  with  maritime  devel- 
opment request,  if  it  wants 
to  float  general  obligation 
bonds  on  the  credit  of  the 
people  of  San  Francisco,  " 

Proponents  of  public  ac- 
cess are  also  calling  for 
the  Port  to  provide  main- 
tenance money  for  water- 
front parks  either  from 
non-maritime  leases  or

Where  are  the  police?

Recently  1  took  two  three  hour  trips  in  a  squad  car 
through  the  area  covered  by  the  Potrero  Police  Station, 
accompanied  by  Sargeant  Matt  Krilitich,  police  commu- 
nity relations  representative. 

In  the  six  hours  I  spent  in  the  effort,  not  once  did  I 
see  or  hear  of  a  criminal  act  being  committed  in  the 

Potrero  or  its  vicinity. 

Sargeant  Krilitich  said  that  those  were  unusually 
calm  evenings,  but  it  gave  me  quite  a  bit  of  insight 
into  the  vast  area  covered  by  the  Potrero  Police. 
The  area  extends  from  the  station  on  Third  Street  to 
Visitation  Valley,  encompassing  all  of  Potrero  Hill, 
all  of  the  San  Bruno  area,  and  the  Bayview  District. 

EjTiergency  calls  to  our  local  police  station  have  to 
be  relayed  to  other  stations  in  the  event  that  all  Pot- 
.  rero  patrol  cars  are  on  call  in  any  of  the  above-men- 
tioned districts. 

Recently,  a  young  man  went  berserk  in  our  area.  A 
full  45  minutes  passed  before  police  assistance  arrived. 

When  a  resident  was  asked  by  the  police  where  the 
young  man  had  gone,  she  explained  and  had  to  guide 
them  since  they  had  been  dispatched  from  the  Mission 
Station  and  were  unfamiliar  with  our  area.   Where  our 
local  police  were  is  anybody's  guess.    Their  beat  is  so 
vast  that  if  all  cars  are  out,  even  on  routine  patrol, 
they  might  not  arrive  in  time. 

To  blame  our  district  police  for  their  delayed  answer 
to  our  calls  is  unfair  since  City  Hall  is  responsible  for 
deciding  the  area  to  be  covered  by  the  limited  staff  of 
the  Potrero  Station. 

Inadequate  protection  has  cost  the  residents  of  Pot- 
rero Hill  dearly.  It  has  caused  businesses  to  close, 
rates  for  vandalism  insurance  to  increase,  and  desig- 
nated our  area  as  a  trouble  spot  for  all  types  of  auto 
and  home  insurance.  Mainly,  it  has  caused  the  commu- 
nity to  lose  respect  for  law  enforcement. 

It  has  come  to  the  point  where  local  businessmen 
have  to  protect  their  property  by  means  of  concealed 
weapons  to  forego  attempted  robberies  and  quell  har - 
rassment  by  youth  who  know  they  will  be  completely 
out  of  reach  by  the  time  police  officers  arrive. 

When  speaking  to  Dave   Bonelli    of  Atchison's 
Pharmacy,  he  said  he  had  shortened  the  hours  he 
remained  open,  due  to  trouble  caused  him  during  the 
one  hour  period  from  8:00  P.  M,  to  9:00  P.  M,  He  also 
stated  that  he  had  to  have  wire  screens  in  front  of  his 
windows  because  of  the  constant  breakage  problem  due 
to  vandalism. 

All  in  all,  it  appears  we  are  in  immediate  need  of 
more  police  in  our  area,  or  a  shortening  of  the  districts 
covered  by  our  local  station.  Although  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  have  not  been  too  cooperative  in  our  prior 
efforts,  1  believe  we  could  prod  them  into  action  on 
this  desperate  issue.

To  the  editors: 

I  have  been  following 
your  newspaper  with  inter- 
est since  its  inception  and 
feel  hearty  congratulations 
are  in  order  to  the  staff 
for  their  efforts. 

However,  I  seem  to  de- 
tect a  bias  that  has  persis- 
ted since  the  first  issue. 
A  bias  that  promotes  the 
problems,  pursuits  and 
pleasures  of  the  projects, 
poor,  renters,  newcomers 
and  anyone  who  wants  to 
get  their  hands  in  the  till 
in  one  mode  or  another. 

Nothing  has  been  written 
about  the  rights  and  de- 
sires of  many  of  the  home- 
owners and  residents  who 
have  lived  here  most  of 
their  lives,  raising  their 
children,  paying  taxes, 
supporting  local  busines- 
ses, and  pretty  much  keep- 
ing to  themselves -asking 
for  nothing. 

A  great  many  of  these 
people  are  now  widows  and 
widowers.    Their  children 
have  gone.    They  are  liv- 
ing on  fixed  incomes. 
They  are  lonely. 

The  Neighborhood  House 
cannot  fill  their  needs  -  it 
is  run  by  strangers  for  a 
racial  minority.    They  can 
no  longer  use  the  parks  to 
sit  and  meet  in-  because 
the  parks  are  filled  with 
hoodlums. 

They  can  no  longer  walk 
the  streets  of  the  Hill -be- 
cause the  streets  are  un- 
safe. 

They  must  use  their  sav- 
ings to  buy  iron  gates  for 
their  doors  -  to  protect 
their  life's  accum  ilations - 
as  well  as  their  lives. 

These  are  the  real  de- 
prived people  of  the  Hill. 

We  don't  need  drug  cli- 
nics or  mental  health  cen- 
ters.   San  Francisco  Gen- 
eral has  been  and  still  is 
a  part  of  Potrero  Hill. 

What  we  do  need  is  the 
freedom  to  walk  our  streets 


in  safety.    To  sit  in  our 
parks  without  being  mugged 
or  insulted  by  foul  language 
and  drunks.     To  live  in  our 
homes  in  peace  and  secur- 
ity. 

We  need  a  Police  Depart- 
ment that  responds  to  calls 
within  five  minutes --that 
patrols  our  streets,  day 
and  night,  both  on  foot  and 
in  automobiles. 

We  need  a  School  System 
that  teaches  respect  for  the 
individual  and  the  privacy 
and  property  of  others. 

We  need  a  respite  from 
fear. 

We  need  a  newspaper 
that  is  cognizant  of  the 
rights  and  problems  of  all 
the  people

Alternative  culture 
fills  old  warehouse 


Where  once  cold  machin- 
ery droned  and  drove  fac- 
tory workers  in  their  mo- 
notonous jobs»  there  is  now 
a  new  creative  community 
of  busy  artisans  and  crafts- 
men turning  another  San 
Francisco  warehouse  into 
a  haven  of  alternative  cul- 
ture. 

Project  Artaud,  located 
in  an  old  American  Can 
Company  warehouse  at 
Mariposa  and  Alabama, 
just  off  Potrero  Hill,  is 
the  latest  addition  to  a 
growing  number  of  conver- 
ted warehouses. 

Open  since  February, 
Project  Artaud  was  organ- 
ized by  Joe  and  Judy  Kry- 
siak  who  had  successfully 
f-onverted  an  old  Pierce - 
Arrow  warehouse  in  Buf- 
falo, New  York  into  a  the- 
ater.   They  decided  to 
move  west  and  start  a  sim- 
ilar theatre  here. 

They  found  the  American 
Can  warehouse  and  a  plen- 
tiful assortment  of  artists 
in  need  of  space  with  whom 
they  could  pool  resources, 
and  eventually  the  $10,  000 
needed  for  the  security  de- 
posit on  the  building  was 
raised. 

According  to  Judy  Kry- 
siak,  the  purpose  of  Pro- 
ject Artaud  is  "mainly  to 
provide  to  artists  space  at 
minimal  rates  and  to  be  a

cultural  outlet  for  the  com- 
munity.    The  philosophy 
developed  from  the  people 
who  began  to  fill  in  the 
spaces  at  Artaud.  " 

Joe  Krysiak's  commit- 
ment is  to  theatre,  and  he 
is  currently  putting  toge- 
ther a  new  repertory  group 
which  will  be  based  at  Ar- 
taud. 

Theatre  space  is  now  a- 
vailable  to  community 
groups  As  well  as  to  thea- 
tricci   groups  from  both  in- 
side and  outside  the  imme- 
diate community. 

To  artist  Ken  Short,  one 
of  the  original  tenants, 
"the  atmosphere  at  Artaud 
has  invoked  in  me  an  inner 
combustion  of  energy.  " 

Short's  work  at  Artaud 
includes  organizing  an  art 
gallexy  which  will  be 
housed  on  the  third  floor. 
The  artists  on  that  floor 
will  run  the  gallery, 

"We're  hoping  for  news 
of  private  funding  so  that 
we'll  be  able  to  continue 
to  work  on  the  gallery  and 
invite  other  artists  to  ex- 
hibit here, "  Short  said. 

In  addition  to  the  theatre 
and  artists  the  building's 
occupants  include  a  musi- 
cians collective,  a  manu- 
facturer of  bio -degradable 
products,  a  dance  studio 
and  trade  and  alternative 
schools,  including  Shasta 
School,  Alternative  High 
School,  Project  Right  On 
and  Entropy. 

A  carpentry  class  is  lo- 
cated at  one  end  of  the  2nd 
floor  hall  which  also 
houses  the  theater.  This 
class  has  completed  a  two - 
story  house  which  will  re- 
main standing  at  its  end  of 
the  hall  indefinitely. 
People  expecting  to  see  a

gets  city 
arts  grant 

The  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House  was  one  of 
seven  new  San  Francisco 
organizations  to  receive  a 
share  of  the  5  1/2%  tax  on 
hotel  and  motel  rooms  in 
the  city. 

According  to  Richard 
Reineccius,  arts  coordi- 
nator at  the  Neighborhood 
House,  "the  $2500  grant 
was  awarded  to  help  pub- 
licize and  pay  operating 
expenses,  including  teach- 
ers and  supplies,  for  a 
toted  arts  program  to 
serve  the  neighborhood 
and  to  attract  out-ol- 
town  visitors  to  our  Hill," 

The  grant  is  for  one 
year,  and  will  be  divided 
among  the  black-run 
Grassroot  Experience 
Theatre,  the  Neighbor- 
hood House  Music  Work- 
shop, photography,  silk- 
screen  and  other  art 
classes,  and  will  provide 
for  an  over -all  publicity 
effort  for  cultural  events 
and'classes  on  Potrero 
Hill. 

The  Julian  Theatre, 
also  located  in  the  Neigh- 
borhood House,  received 
a  separate    smaller  grant 
for  the  1971-72  season. 

The  Neighborhood 
House,  the  Julian  Theatre 
and  Grassroot  Experience 
Theatre  are  members  of 
the  newly-formed  "Hotel 
Tax  Cultural  Activities

"The  Neighborhood 
House  grant,  and  a  simi- 
lar grant  to  Intersection 
in  North  Beach,  are  the 
first  ever  made  by  the 
city  to  neighborhood  arts 
centers",  according  to 
Mr.  Reineccius.  Pre- 
viously, the  money  went 
to  downtown  cultural  ins- 
titutions and  a  token  few 
neighborhood  groups. 

traditional  theatrical  lay- 
out are  in  for  a  jolt. 

The  aesthetically  collec- 
tivized community  at  Ar- 
taud consists  of  75  studios 
and  is  run  on  a  completely 
democratic  basis.  The 
building  is  divided  into 
seven  wings,  each  wing 
sending  a  representative 
to  monthly  central  commit- 
tee meetings.  Grievances 
and  other  commun-^'-  prob- 
lems are  aired  and  solved 
at  those  meetings.

As  to  the  Project's 
name,  Antonin  Artaud  was 
a  French  dramatist  who 
was  pronounced  by  many 
to  be  insane.    There  is  no 
connection  between  his 
theatrical  philosophy. 
Theatre  of  Cruelty,  and 
Project  Artaud.  "Artaud 
was  crazy  and  so  were  we 
to  attempt  this  venture, 
however  the  name  no  long- 
er applies,  "  says  Judy 
Krysiak.

in  shape  than  "Horseshoe", 
All  but  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  Potrero  would  fall 
into  Zone  II  (see  map)  which 
stretches  northwest  as  far 
as  the  Marina  District. 

The  present  Starr  King 
district  would  fall  into  Zone 
III  which  sprawls  from 
Hunter's  Point  all  the  way 
across  to  the  ocean  and  in- 
cludes two  separated  patch- 
es of  the  Chinatown  and 
North  Beach  area, 

"Freedom"  differs  from 
"Horseshoe" in  several  resr 
pects:    Racial  balance  in  all 
the  schools  will  be  much 
more  uniform;  to  achieve 
this  students  will  be  bused 
over  longer  distances. 

Schools  will  be  more 
evenly  mixed  on  the  basis 
of  family  income  and  acade- 
mic achievement  as  well  as 
ethnic  composition.  Schools 
will  not  be  broken  down  into 
Primary  and  Intermediate 
designations.    Like  the 
"Horseshoe"  plan,  students 
would  be  assigned  on  a  block 
by  block  basis. 

Parents  are  expected  to 
have  a  great  variety  of  re- 
actions to  the  busing  called 
for  by  either  of  the  plans. 

Many  "minority"  groups 
and  organizations  split  on 
the  issue;  they  realize  that 
de -segregation  is  one  proven 
way  of  getting  long  over -due 
improvement  in  education 
for  their  children  and  favor 
it  for  this  reason. 

If  some  have  doubts  about 
busing    it  is  because  they 
feel  improving  nearby 
schools  would  be  better  and 
they  fear  that  their  children 
will  lose  their  ethnic  "ident- 
ity" in  schools  which  are  to- 
tally mixed. 

Elements  of  the  Chinese 
community,  including  the 
Six  Companies,  have  been 
most  outspoken  in  their  oppo- 
sition to  the  court's  de-seg- 
regation order. 

Whatever  Potrero  Hill  and 
the  rest  of  San  Francisco 
feels  about  it,  de-segrega- 
tion -  and  busing    to  achieve 
it  -  is  the  law  of  the  land  at 
the  present  time. 

On  July  9  Judge  Weigel 
will  decide  between  the  two 
plans  outlined  above,  and 
one  or  the  other  will  go  in- 
to effect  in  September, 


One  of  the  above  two  integration  plans,  "Freedom" 
(top)  or  "Horseshoe",  will  go  into  effect  in  September.

Money  main  obstacle  to 
waterfront  development 


(Continued  from  page  I.  ) 
from  a  general  tax  on  gross 
Port  income. 

Finally,   they  want  the  , 
Port  Authority  to  designate 
certain  portions  of  the 
waterfront  permanent  park 
areas. 

"The  Port  needs  public 
support  if  it  wants  to  get 
bond  issues  passed  by  the 
voters.     We,  the  Residents 
Council  and  other  water- 
front groups,  will  support 
bond  issues  that  include 
recreational  money  and 
oppose  those  that  don't,  " 
Coney  said. 

The  Residents  Council 
originally  issued  a  report 
last  fall  calling  for  exten- 
sive development  at  five 
locations  on  the  Potrero 
waterfront  between  China 
Basin  and  Islais  Creek. 

Since  then  both  the  City 
Planning  Department  and 
the  Port  Authority  in  their 
own  reports  have  called  for 
recreational  development 
at  two  major  locations  a- 
long  Potrero's  waterfront. 
Central  Basin  and  Warm 
Water  Cove,  known  locally 
as  Sugarhouse  Cove. 

Coney  said  that,  "While 
the  Council  will  continue  to 
push  for  its  own  plan, 
which  conflicts  with  the 
Port's  maritime  develop- 
ment plans  at  several 
points,  efforts  are  now 
shifting  to  implementation, 
that  is,  seeking  funds  for 
development  of  at  least  the 
two  areas  all  agencies  ag- 
ree should  become  water- 
front parks. " 

Coney  sees  a  long  diffi- 
cult struggle  ahead.  Mon- 
ey must  be  found  and  de- 
cisions made  as  to  what 
agency  will  oversee  recre- 
ational development. 

While  the  future  of  rec- 
reational development  is 
uncertain,  in  recent 
months  the  desire  for  pub- 
lic access  and  recreation- 
al use  of  the  Potrero  wa- 
terfront has  been  firmly 
established  with  City  and 
Port  officials. 

Following  the  approval 
of  the  Feinstein  resolu- 
tion in  May  the  Planning 
Department  of  the  City  be- 
gan working  on  a  master 
plan  for  the  central  water-

front,  from  the  Bay  Bridge 
to  India  Basin.    That  plan, 
which  is  to  be  completed 
by  October,  1971,  is  sure  to 
include  recreational  dev- 
elopment at  Central  Basin 
and  Warm  Water  Cove  with 
more  modest  plans  for 
other  points. 

The  first  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Planning  De- 
partment will  be  made  at 
the  regular  Planning  Com- 
mission meeting,  Thursday, 
July  15.  at  I  p.m.  at  100 
Larkin  St. 

The  Residents  Council 
plan  for  the  waterfront 
has  been  endorsed  by 
San  Francisco  Tomorrow, 
SPUR,  People  for  Open 
Space  and  several  politi- 
cians including  Supervisors 
Gonzales,  a  Hill  resident, 
and  Pelosi  and  state  Assem- 
blyman John  Burton,  a 
Hill  resident  and  member 
of  the  Residents  Council, 

Park  lighting 

Federal  grants  for  re- 
creation and  security  light- 
ing at  Potrero  Hill's  two 
playgrounds  were  approved 
last  month,  under  the  Ur- 
ban Impacted  Areas  pro- 
gram. 

At  Jackson  Playground, 
Mariposa  and  Arkansas 
Streets,  flood  lights  will  be 
installed  for  the  tennis  and 
basketball  courts,  and  a 
new  modern  children's  play 
area  will  be  built.    $58,  000 
has  been  allocated. 

Potrero  Hill  Recreation 
Center,  Arkansas  and  22nd 
Streets,  will  get  $27,000 
worth  of  lighting  around 
the  gym  and  the  lower  play 
area  and  tennis  courts.
